‘NEWMAN FOUND | 

IN BANDIT CAVE 

Captive American Denies 
He’s Willing Prisoner 


Tells of Being Surrounded 
While Out Fishing 


Galindo Keeps Shoes Guard- 
ed to Prevent Escape

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.)

DURANGO CITY (Mex.) Aug. 
21.—Penetrating the wild fast- 
nesses of the Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains, the Tribune correspondent 
has reached Richard A. Newman, 
a member of the American Legion 
with an overseas record, for four 
months a captive of Juan Galindo, 
notorious Durango bandit. The 
correspendent left Mr. Newman 
still a prisoner of the outlaw. who 


defies 3000 Mexican Federal troops, 
who have suddenly moved into the 
region in on effort to force his sur- 
render. 

Despite Mexican officials’ con- 
tinued statements that Mr. New- 
man is a willing prisoner of the 
bandit, the correspondent obtained 
a statement from Mr. Newman 
that he is an unwilling prisoner 
and is closely guarded against es- 
cape, and the bandit chief de- 
mands $15,000 for his release. Un- 
able to capture Galindo, the Mexi- 
éan eral commanders are try- 
ing to get him to surrender himeelf 
and Mr. Newman upon the pay- 
ment of the money. 

The Tribune herewith presents 
Mr. Newman’s own story of his 
capture and long captivity. 

CAPTURED BY QUARTET 

“In the later part of April last 
I prepared for a fishing trip on my 
small ranch at Guatimare, near 
Durango City. I asked several on 
the ranch to accompany me but 
they all refused. They said Ga- 
lindo was in the neighborhood and 
warned me against the trip. 
Ranchmen said Galindo had just 
captured an American, Oliver 
Krull, superintendent of the Elti- 
gree Mining Company, near Ped- 
ricena 4 was holding him for 
$60,000 ransom. 

“I did not think Galindo would 
bother a poor devil like’ me and 
told the ranchmen so and rode off 
alone with my ing outfit and 
lunch to a regular fishing place 
about ten miles northwest of the 
Guatimare Ranch. I reached the 
fishing place and settled down for 
a stay when Galindo and three 
other bandits rode up, and after a 
short parley demanded that I ac- 
company them into the foothills. 
They had the drop on me and 
were armed to the teeth and there- 
fore I was forced to comply. 


FORCED TO WRITE LETTER ‘ 

“Proceeding a few miles, we met 
the balance of the bandits in camp. 
and there I was ordered to write 
a leter to Mexico City newspapers 
stating that I was being cruelly 
treated and in danger of being 
murdered, providing my friends did 
not raise a ransom of 30,000 pesos. 
Galindo dictated the letter word 
for word, but it was entirely un- 
true, because Galindo himself al- 
ways treated me well. 

“However, Gailindo’s men were 
not so merciful, constantly showings 
their ill-will by kicking and abus- 
ing me whenever Galindo absented 


“Several days went by without 
important incident when a cap- 
tive Mexican . A tew 
days later the Mexican and myself 
dashed for liberty when the guards 
were negligent. The bandits fired 
upon us, chasing us about two 
milea,"when my foot turned on a 
rock, spraining my ankle and I 
was forced to surrender. The Mexi- 
can continued running and es- 
eaped. About this time I learned 
that Mr. Krull had escaped a few 
days before my capture through 
the negligence of the guards. 


INDIANS ASSIST BANDIT 
“After my effort to escape my 
liberty was much curtailed, nat- 
urally, and I was gorced to sleep at 
night within a circle of the ap! 


o 
my shoes when the bandits are not 
moving. thus frustrating my es- 
cape over the rough ground. 

“Galindo has a wonderful intel- 
ligence service. Indians come into 
camp duri the day and night ad- 
vising Galifido of the location and 
movements of the Federal troops. 

“The same Indians also take out 
letters for the outside world. Be- 
tween August 1 and t6-—I have kind 
of lost track of time here—I wr 
my brother, August Newman, sup- 
erintendent of schools at Barron, 
Wis.. giving a complete account of 
my capture and life with the ban- 
dits. I don’t know whether I will 
hear from him or not but it cer- 
tainly would be foolish to pay my 
ransom and I hope it will not be 
attempted. 

“It is bad for me, but you see I 
am healthy with this outdoor life 
and can stand it a few more days.” 

While the bandits are armed to 
teeth, Mr. Newman is not per- 
mitted to carry arms. Rocks have 
worn out his shoes but he managed 
to obtain an old pair a month ago. 
He has been unable to obtain other 
clothes and goes about clad in a 
serape except when the days are 


warm.

SHIPPING 
OUR COTTON 
TO FRANCE 


Paris Banker Makes a 
Timely Suggestion for Los 
Angeles’ Benefit 


From the head of & Paris bank 
comes a suggestion which will un- 
doubtedly appeal to the port au- 
thorities, the growing cotton inter- 
ests and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Los Angeles. Writing to 
International Banking and Com- 
merce, the president of the Banqive 
Nationale de Credit of Paris irges 
closer relations between the port 
of Los Angeles and Le Havre. 

Cities of Northern France are 
large buyers of American cotton, 
which they receive through Le 
Havre from either New York or 
New Orleans. Zhe Paris banker 
writes: 

“The cities of the north of my 
country, as aleo those of the east 
(Roubaix, Turcoing, Troyes and | 
Valenciennes,) are large buyers of 
cotton, which is shipped to eur na- 
tional harbor, Le Havre. These 
shipments which come from Amer- 
ica are generally made either by 
New York or New Orleans. Don't 


you think your men could manage 


to have direct shipments made 
from your port, which has grown 
so much, and Le Hayre? 

“Our manufacturers in industrial 
France are more pushing than is 
generally believed and I am sure a 
personal visit made to them during 
a trip to Europe, which every 
American is wont to make, would 
prove very useful 

“This example given for cotton 
can be added to greatly. For in- 
stance, the city of Lyons exports 
a large quantity of silk to the 
United States. Don't you think 
your buyers could manage to buy 
directly in France instead of buy- 
ing through New York, to which 
port practically all silk exports are 
sent from Lyons? 

“If your men, either importers 
or exporters, could manage to 
work more directly with France, 
the banks of both countries, of 
course, would find a great deal of 
business to handle together, and 
the banks would help the ttaders 
and the traders the bankers. 

“In a word, we in France, who 
seldom go farther than New York, 
do not fully realize the posaibili- 
ties of Southern California, ang I 
am confident that if 
would take the first steps it would 
prove a most profitable arrange- 
ment for all concerned.” 

This bank official is not one of 
those who proceeds no farther 


than New York when he arrives in | 


the United States. Writing of a 
recent visit he made to Log An- 
geles, he says: i 

“In February last I remained a 
few days in Los Angeles and. was 
astonished—as I think everybody 
is—by the success and growth of 
your wonderful city. From what 
I saw during my short/stay I think 
that this success is only at the be- 
ginning and that the progressive 
spirit of the inhabitants of Los An- 
geles and their confidence in the 
future are the best instrumentali- 
ties toward success.”

| TALE OF A HEAVY WHO 
WANTED TO BE LIGHT

“You'll never get into pi.tures. You 
haven’t any screen personality. You lack 


so necessary to proper film registry.” 

That's what they told Ernest Torrence 
at the Lambs Club in New York. Although 
he had been on the stage for twenty-odd 
years, had played character roles in scores 
ef comic operas and comedy dramas, and 
had made a lifelong study of theatricals, 
they told him he would never effect an en- 
trance into, much less success in, the films. 

And who were “they"? 

Why, none other than a group of motion-

Tourneur is quoted in the press 
as stating that when the director has full 
say regarding the production of a photo 
play we shall have good pictures. He 
likens the director to an artist, and the 
story, cast and settings to his colors. 

The simile is not a proper one. Produc- 
ing a photoplay is telling a story, not paint- 
ing a picture. The big man behind it is 
the author. The director is merely the il- 
lustrator; the producer is the publisher. 

If conditions t@xisted in the publishing 
business as they do today in picture pro- 
ducing we should have this situation: Jos- 
eph Conrad would submit a manuscript of 
a new novel; the publisher would accept it 
and hand it to an artist for ilistration. The 
artist would read it through once, draw an 
elaborate set of illustrations for it—and

“All the world’s a stage,” once remarked

Mexico bobs up to claim her share of the ~

Many photopays are not worth making, 
but one must always give credit if the pro- 
ducer, director and cast have done well 


what they set out to do. “Other Men's 
Daughters” might possibly have been saved 
by workmanlike production, but didn’t get 
even that.

but most of the old gamblers and miners 
carried it on the right side, in what is now 
called a left-handed holster, drawing with 
the right hand with a twisting motion.

“I was in Boise that year and there wasn't 
a cowboy in the place; the cattlemen hadn't 
come yet.” 4 3 

Likewise for the two-gun man. Several 
of the bad men carried two, all right, but 
none of them I've been able to hear of shot 
with both hands; the two were carried 
merely te have one in the hole since the 
old rod-ejector revolver was slow loading. 


“Wild Bill” Hickok, I understand, carried 


two, but never shot more than one at a 
time; it is amost impossible to do it with’ 
any accuracy. But we have had progress. 
Cinema bad nien could shoot with three 
guns if they had another hand. 

American cowboys do not dent in their 
hats. The peak is a fiction, at least as far 
as the Southwest goes. The southwestern 
hat is the soft, curled brim, high squarish 
crown. ‘It usually is worn just as it comes 
from the dealer's shelves, never with dents, 
seldom as a Fedora; this to get all the 
vacuum possible. The northwestern hat is 
very different; a low, square-crowned, flat, 
stiff-brimmed hat, I believe it is sometimes 
dented, but usually not. Also, there is 
style in the leather hat bands.. The north- 
westerners sometimes use a broad, say one 
and a half-inch band with a cinch. The 
southwesterner scorns anything more con-

A cowboy, that is of the period beginning 
forty and ending twenty years ago, wore 
suspenders, usually leather ones of a pe- 
culiar and complicated type.

WORLD STICKS 
TO OLD PLEASURES 


“Motion pictures in Continental Europe,” 
said Al Christie, as he gazed thoughtfully 
at the little wire-haired fox terrier which 
pensively contemplated a fly on the wall, 
“have not as yet advanced much more than 
they had in this country fifteen years ago. 
Pictcres, particularly in France, have never 
made a big hit with the public. The same 
holds true, in varying degrees, 


throughout 
_ the continent, with the possible exception | 


of Holland.” 
Al Christie, one of the film producers 
who makes pictures that make people 
laugh, was leaning against a filing cabinet 
in one of the studio offices delivering an 
oration on what he observed in Europe a 


few months ago. He spent six weeks 


abroad and traveled through France, Switz- 
erland, Italy and the British Isles. 

“It's queer how the customs and ideals 
of people differ in nations separated only 
by a comparatively small body of water like 
the English Channel. In France the films 
have very little attraction for the public 
and. what few persons do attend motion- 
picture shows with any -degree of regularity 
are attracted by a type of picture that 
would immediately ‘flop’ in this country. 
For example, the French film producefs in- 
variably put an elderly woman—one whose 
hair is beginning to turn white—into the 
role of the heroine. As one Parisian said 
to me when I broached this subject to him, 
‘The trouble with our films is—too much 
madame; not enough mademoiselie.’ 

“The French mind doesn’t seem to re- 
gard a woman to be sufficiently interesting 
for emotional roles until she has attained 
the age of 30 or 36 years. Our flappers 
have no attraction for them; their feminine 
stars are dark, elderly, intriguing ladies.”
